Black Market Vs Bandages 


Greed is still a major sin. A New 
York inventor, Dr. Abraham Freitag, 
developed a superior bandage and was 
granted priority on cloth supplies so 
that he might fill huge Army and Navy 
contracts. A legitimate profit and the 
satisfaction of supplying a vital war re- 
quirement for the country was not 
enough for Dr. Freitag. Government 
authorities claim he pocketed $500,000 
for the illegal sale of 3 million yards 
of priority cloth to black market racke- 
teers. So, because of one man’s greed, 
cloth needed for bandages has been 
used for aprons, handkerchiefs and 
dresses. 


Monopoly Stages Sit-Down Strike 


One of the country’s most powerful 
big business leaders, Will L. Clayton, 
assistant secretary of state, has accused 
the Aluminum Corporation of negotiat- 
ing a deal with the government that 
amounts to nothing more or less than 
a hold-up. According to Mr. Clayton’s 
testimony before the Senate Small Busi- 
ness Committee, ALCOA refused to in- 
crease its aluminum production beyond 
5,000,000 pounds ? svete it “would 
have no post-war interest” in a greater 
capacity than that figure) and insisted 
that, if additional aluminum supplies 
were needed so badly, the government 
finance the means of producing them. 
Additional aluminum facilities, said 
ALCOA, “must be provided out of the 
proceeds of aluminum sold by the com- 
pany to the government.” 

Because of the desperate war need, 
the United States government financed, 
at a cost of $65,000,000, the Shipshaw 
plant of the Aluminum Corporation of 
Canada which is an ALCOA subsidiary, 
and agreed to accept aluminum in re- 
payment for the loan. The Canadian 
company now holds a United States 
government contract for 250,000,000 
pounds of aluminum although several 
American aluminum plants need orders 
to keep them in production. 

There seems to be little difference 
between the refusal of a huge mon- 
opoly to produce in a war emergency

What’s Behind the Atrocity Stories? 

Behind the flood of Nazi atrocity stories which now fill the 
air are stories of Germans who did not commit atrocities. 
These stories are being held back, left untold, as every official 
in our War Department knows. Reports of German under- 
ground groups which gave valiant aid to our forces are 
numerous. American fliers by the hundreds, who bailed out 
over Germany, have been rescued and delivered safely across 
the border into friendly territory. German Christian pastors, 
priests and lay churchmen, at the risk of life and imprison- 
ment, have served the Allied cause. 

Here are the reasons heard around Washington for this 
method of giving the people only half the truth: 

1. War fever will be whipped up to the necessary pitch 
to carry over V-E day so that there will be no let-down in the 
war with Japan. 

2. Popular acceptance of conscription will be pushed as 
war hysteria mounts. 

3. British tories have been subtly propagandizing for a soft 
settlement with German leaders. American military men are 
furious over this London viewpoint, and, since we have done 
three-quarters of the fighting in Europe, our War Department 
hopes that the atrocity reports will whip up American senti- 
ments for a tough peace. You will notice that the release of 
atrocity news was neatly timed to reach the crest of the wave 
just before the San Francisco conference convened. 

Problem 

An old time Army sergeant writes us that all the recon- 

version talk isn’t so important. “What you better figure out 


first,” he says, “is how you ever gonna get Patton demobiliz- 
ed!” 


Those Who Witness 
The press has given considerable =~ to alleged condi- 


tions in the Civilian Public Service Camps where conscien- 
tious objectors are being held by the government. The papers 
print lurid stories about CO’s refusing to work, going AWOL 
and generally running afoul camp regulations and the authori- 
ties. Dependable Christian sources report that these charges 
are highly exaggerated and in many instances entirely false. 
The real trouble is that CO’s object to the valueless and mean- 
ingless kind of work they are assigned to do. Often 75 men 
are put on a job requiring only 25 men. In the manpower 
shortage they feel that there are many worthwhile tasks of 
service to humanity that they could be doing instead of the 
boondoggling prevalent in the CPS system. Many CO’s are 
skilled and well-trained technical men, and they have become 
desperate and frustrated at this wastage of their abilities. 
However, at this time considerable heart-searching is going 
on among CO groups as to the consistent attitude toward the 
problem of such frustration on the part of the sincere pacifist. 
Is his chief task only what he does with his time and abilities 
during this specific period or is it the larger task of ‘“witness- 
ing’”"—which the whole CPS system in the final analysis rep- 
resents? These highly sensitive and courageous young men, 
for the vast majority of them are both, are finding the task of 
witnessing in a war-mad world just about as difficult as sol- 
diering—and in many ways just as dangerous. It can be easier 
to become adjusted to an artificial limb than to a prison record. 


Franco and Spain 

Catholic leadership is beginning to quit Franco. After 
sponsoring him, financing him and praising him, the tide of 
war suddenly leaves the Vatican in an embarrassing position, 
(except that the Vatican seems never to be embarrassed). 
Those who aided and praised Franco are being quietly stowed 
away for a while, and new voices are heard which speak for 
“democracy im Spain.” It hasn’t been long since America’s 
Archbishop Spellman wrote and - ee glowingly of ‘“‘my dear 
friend Franco.” The Church will, with its usual magnificent 
adroitness, pull itself in line for the inevitable upheaval that 
will hit Spain when Franco’s partners are finally disposed of. 


Toward Civic Order 


The wisest words we have read on the San Francisco con- 
ference were written by John Foster Dulles: 

“The society of nations is still in a primitive state. Its 
members have never yet been brought under any central au- 
thority. They are like frontiersmen or tribal chieftains who 
have always lived independently, relying upon their own skill 
and their own weapons to survive. 

“Some disaster brings them to feel that there is a better 
way of living. So, as a first step, they gather around a camp- 
fire or in a meeting hall. They are wary of each other. If 
they are searched, many lethal weapons would be found con- 
cealed about their persons. But they have at least come to- 
gether to talk about matters of common interest. That is 
the first step toward civic order. 

“Those who have come together to talk must arrange to 
keep on talking. If they break up and go home to resume 
their separate ways, then the opportunity to create order will 
have been lost until a new disaster brings the group together 
again. To produce a program which will prevent that break- 
up and assure continuing association is the technical task of 
the San Francisco Conference.” 

Maybe we should paste that quotation on our bedroom 
mirrors and read it every day when the propaganda boys in 
Washington start whooping it up again as they did over the 
Cairo, Teheran and Yalta conferences. There is great hope 
now for building lasting peace, but that hope is pinned to 
justice and truth and not to the sharp diplomacy and political 
oratory which has characterized the past 24 months of world 
political action. 

No wonder Dr. Gallup of the famous Gallup polls has put 
it on record that in his judgment two-thirds of the people of 
America don’t know what the San Francisco conference is 
about. 


Watching Congress 

Important issues in Congress to watch: 
MVA 

A Missouri Valley Authority to do for nine Missouri Valley 
states what TVA did for the Tennessee area. Big, privately- 
owned utility corporations are fighting this, but the facts are 
all on the side of public interest as against private profit cor- 
porations controlled by a few. The bill goes first to the 
Senate Commerce Committee, then to the Senate Irrigation 
and Reclamation Committee and after that to the Senate 
Agriculture Committee. Getting the bill out on the Senate 
floor will be a long drill. 


FEPC 

The Fair Employment Practice Committee setup by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to guarantee Negroes fair wages and fair op- 
portunity for advancement in keeping with their abilities and 
thus to fight racial discrimination in industry and business. 
Old time southern plantation bosses in Congress are fighting 
this, while some younger southern Congressmen are for it 
and will vote for it although they don’t dare say much about 
it openly. The bill has been bottled up in the House Rules 
Committee. Efforts are being made to get it on the floor. 


Conscription 

Military peace-time conscription. Discussion on this has 
been postponed until summer. State Department and War 
Department officials state that this was done to avoid an em- 
barrassing debate in Congress during the San Francisco con- 
ference. Insiders say that the real fact is that Congress has 
been made so keenly aware of firm opposition to conscription 
on the part of both Catholic and Protestant church groups, 
education and labor organizations that the War Department 
has been forced to call off the fight to reorganize its lines. 
All the average citizen ever hears about conscription is the 
War Department's propaganda which floods the press and 
radio, but opposition is powerful and widespread as indicated 
by the interested organizations mentioned above.
